A resolution calling upon Coun­ 
ty Collector Joseph B. McDonough 
to return the 1931 real estate tax 
books to the local or township col­ 
lectors for the collection 
of the 
second installment of taxes as soon 
as the audit of the collection of the 
first installment has been complet­ 
ed, was passed last Wednesday by 
the executive committee of the Su­ 
burban Area and Country Towns 
association. 
llhe resolution calls for the ex­ 
tension of all time possible for the 
collection of the second installment 
of taxes, so that the best effort 
possible may be made to 
relieve 
I-he financial condition of the tax­ 
ing bodies of the 
Suburban and 
Country Towns area. 
If tax collectors make a special 
effort to collect the taxes due they 
can secure a greater portion of the 
money which can be distributed at 
once to the various taxing bodies 
without having to go through the 
county collector’s office, it is point­ 
ed out. 
This would expedite the 
wTork of the local and the county 
collector’s office as well. 
This resolution is in line "with 
the effort to have legislation pass­ 
ed which will make it possible for 
the local collectors to collect the 
taxes due for all purposes in their 
various townships, ih e resolution, 
offered by Henry W. Tolsted, pres­ 
ident of the village of Maywood, 
war. unanimously adopted. 
The letter which accompanied 
solution made it clear that 
unng discussion of the tramc 
conditions by police officials, Mr.

Judicial Election 
Affects Real Estate 
and Bank Deposits 


Few’ people realize how closely 
their pocketbooks are related to 
judges of the Circuit and Superior 
Courts, said William 9 . Miller, vice 
president of the Northern Trust 
Company, in an address to the Chi­ 
cago Bar Association Tuesday. 
“The selection of honest judges 
should be the first consideration of 
every yoter if he desires to con­ 
serve his property rights,” said Mr. 
Miller. “It is probably true that 
the savings of most people are in­ 
vested in homes or real estate of 
one kind or another. 
As 
a rule 
those are life savings and are sup­ 
posed to represent complete assur­ 
ance that the poor-house is not ov­ 
er the hill in the years when earn­ 
ing capacities diminish. 
“There are others who Trave pre­ 
ferred the safety and earnings of 
savings accounts in banks. 
Both 
are entitled to, and 
should have, 
the utmost protection 
for their 
property rights that can 
be ob­ 
tained. 
It is one of the tragedies 
of the depression that 
receivers 
have had to take in 
their hands 
those material evidences of thrift 
that are represented by real estate 
and money. 
“If it could be certain that all 
of the receivers were beyond the 
challenge 
of 
personal 
gain—as 
some of them are—-there would not 
be grave objection to the situation 
w’h-ich the economic condition has 
forced upon the people, but unfor­ 
tunately politics is in control of a 
•part of the Cook County 
bench, 
and has entered into many receiv­ 
ership matters. 
“Receivers appointed by politic­ 
ally controlled judges are by that 
very fact under a cloud of suspi­ 
cion. 
It is perfectly obvious that 
the resources of a closed bank can 
be greatly diminished or dissipat­ 
ed through the manipulations of a 
receiver wrhose interests are parti­ 
san ap o litical. It i
